I. AUTHORITY.

1. This investigation was conducted during the period
29 September to 8 October 1945 by Major Robert C. Belleville, III,
IGD, Assistant Inspector General, Headquarters MTOUSA, at Caserta
and Rome, Italy, pursuant to the instructions of the Commanding
General MTOUSA dated 20 September 1945.

IT. MATTERS INVESTIGATED.

2. This investigation arose as a result of a letter to
the Commanding General MTOUSA from Major Robert Bishop, A.C., 0918130,
attached 2677th Regiment 0SS (Prov) dated 20 September 1945, com-
plaining of wrongs done him and requesting redress under Article of
War 121.

3. The matters originally alleged and arising during the
course of the investigation are as follows:

a. That Major Bishop has had no duty assignment for
5 months. _

b. That attempts to prejudice Major Blshop's status
as an officer have been made by his commending officers during the
past 5 months. :

¢. That Major Bishop has had to hold himself in dailly
readiness to face unknown threatened charges which had not yet been
preferred. :

d. That due td gosslp and innuendo irreparable damage
has been done to Major Bishop's entire career. ‘

e. That Major Bishop's military situation has been -
progressively prejudiced by the fact that members of hls former staff
end others who would have been available to him as witnesses, 1if
necessary, have departed from this theater during the past 5 months.
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f. That an attempt was made to use reclassification
proceedings as set forth in AR 605-230 dated 9 June 1943 as a
disciplinary action against Major Bishop in violation of both the
letter and spirit of that directive. '

g. That prior to the filing of any court martial
charges, an investigating officer was sent from Italy to Roumania
to gather and weigh evidence against Major Bishop in violation of
the spirit, and the letter, of military justice as set forth in
paragraph 35a of the Manual of Courts Martial 1928.

' _ h. That the Director of the Offlice of Strateglic Ser-.
vices delayed prompt administration of military justice and preempted
the prerogative of the Theater Commander by ordering deferment of
action against Major Bishop to an indefinite date.

ITII. FACTS.

L. After serving as head of the X-2 (Counter Espionage)
Branch of 0SS in Bucharest, Roumania from about 9 September 1944 to
11 April 1945, Major Bishop was relieved of duty by Lt. Col. Walter
. M. Ross, Chief of 0SS Unit in Bucharest, for alleged violation of
orders. Major Bishop returned to Caserta by air on 22 April 1945
and reported to the 2677th Regiment 0SS (Prov). (Exhibit A-1 par.
2a, 3 end L4, Exhibit B, Q 39).

5. On 23 April 1945, Major Bishop was given an order
addressed to him under that date and signed by Graham Erdwurm, Major,
Chief X-2, 2677th Regiment 0SS (Prov) by order of Colonel Edward
J. F. Glavin (then CO 2677th Regiment 0SS (Prov)), which Major Bishop
read and indorsed on the reverse side "I have read the reverse side
of this document and understand the requirements. Robert Bishop,
Maj., A.C." Pearagraph 1 of this letter ordered Major Blshop to submit
to the CO 2677th Regiment a statement covering his activities while
in Roumaenia. Paragraph 2 of the same letter limited his activities
and movements "to the area immediately surrounding regimental head-
quarters", and forbade his visiting "other headquarters and agenciles
without the permission of the CO". Paragraph 3 of the same letter
forbade him to discuss "activities in Bucharest or 0SS" with "any
agency or individual other than those as directed by the CO". Under
date of 25 April 1945, Major Bishop submitted his required report :
(this report, consisting of 24 typewritten pages, 1s not included
herewith as it contained no evidence material to the issues of this
investigation). On 30 April 1945 Major Bishop was interrogated by
Major Erdwurm in the presence of Major Charles W, Hostler in an
effort to substantiate certain "specific charges". During‘this con-
versation Major Erdwurm expressed to Major Bishop the opinion that
"some of the acts which he, (Major Bishop), stated had occurred were
. of sufficient gravity so as to prejudice his stending in the Army".
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(Exhibit A-1 par. 5, Exhibit B, Q 103-108, 181-183 and 196-199).

6. Under date of 1 May 1945 Major Erdwurm submitted a
staff study, by letter to the Commanding Officer 2677th Regiment
including a resume of the interrogation of Major Bishop. This
letter contained a recommendation "that appropriate disciplinary
action be taken with Major Bishop before he may be given other
assignment or be relieved from duty with 0SS". In a subsequent .
paragraph of the same letter Major Erdwurm as Major Bishop's
"immediate commander - - " recommended "that demotion proceedings
be instituted before his departure from this commend. Such proceed-
ings - - would not preclude administration of Courts Martial or
other disciplinary action". (Exhivit C-2, pars. 9 and 10).

7. Following the conversation attendant upon the present-
ation of Major Bishop's report of 25 April 1945 he asked Major
Erdwurm's permission to see the Commending Officer, Colonel J. F.
Glavin, for a hearing. Under date of 3 May 1945, in an informal
routing slip from the Commanding Officer 2677th Regiment to Colonel
Maddox and Major Erdwurm, Colonel Glavin refused to see Major Bishop
because he was "the subject of an investigation" and Major Erdwurm
was "directed to inform the officer that all statements and all in-
formation which he wishes to present to the command should be sub-
mitted in writing to the Branch Chief and those officers appointed
to conduct the investigation". This Informal Routing Slip was tran-
smitted from Colonel Maddox to Major Erdwurm. (Exhibit A-1 par. 5,
Exhibit B, Q 200-206 and Exhibit E).

8. The staff study with all aveilable documents was trans-
mitted on 10 May 1945 to the Commanding Officer 2677th Regiment 0SS
(Prov) (at that time Colonel Glavin). No action was taken until on
1 June 1945 the staff study was presented to Maj. Gen. William J.
Donovan, then temporarily in Caserta, who authorized reclassificetion
procee?ings to be instituted. (Exhibit B, Q 207, Exhibit D par. lp
and 1lq). : ’

9. On 9 June 1945 Major Bishop was informed by Colonel
Maddox that he would be subject to reclassification proceedings.
‘'The prepaeration of reclassification papers was suspended until the _
arrival of Colonel Ross in Caserta on 16 June. On 20 June a request
was sent to Headquarters Command Allied Forces for reclassification
of Major Bishop, a copy of which was sentto Major Bishop. Head-
quarters Command Allied Forces returned the request to 2677th Regiment
for additional certificates to be secured from Major Bishop, which
were indorsed back to Headquarters Command 6 July 1945. Under date
13 July the papers were again returned to 2677th Regiment for further
clarification. They were indorsed back on 23 July. On 27 July an
interview of Major Bishop was held by Colonel Ramsey, Commanding
Officer, Headquartes Command Allied Forces, as interviewing officer.
under the application for reclassification and under an order
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published by Headquarters Command. This interview by Colonel Ramsey
was terminated before its completion as Colonel Ramsey had decided
to drop reclassification proceedings and refer the papers to "an
investigating officer with a view to trial by general court martial’.
This decision was conveyed under date of 3 August 1945 to Captain
Louis S. Wilkerson, A.C., who was acting as counsel for Major Bishop.
(Exhiblt A-1 par. 8 and 9a-9c¢, Exhibit B, § 5-7, 140-147, 207 and
211-219, Exhibit D pars. 1lr-1lx, Exhibit G, 24 Indorsement).

10, On 8 August the Washington Headquarters of 0SS was
notified of Colonel Ramsey's declision by cable and a reply was re-
ceived 10 August 1945 stating "Major General Donovan instructs court
martial charges are to be filed". (Exhibit D par. ly and Exhibit 7).

11l. Colonel Ramsey thereupon ordered Major Emery, his Staff
Judge Advocate, to proceed to Roumanie to investigate the legal
qualities of evidence that tended to indicate that Major Bishop had
committed offenses in violation of certain Articles of War. Major
Emery acted for the Commanding Officer solely and ignored Major Bishop.
Some time elapsed before Major Emery could get clearance to enter
Roumania and he left Caserta for Roumania 23 August 1945 and returned
8 September 1945. Subsequent to hls return from Roumania Major Emery
gave Major Erdwurm a typewritten sheet setting forth a charge under
the 96th Article of War and outlining four specifications which he
considered sufficient for Major Erdwurm to use in preferring charges.
(Exhibit A-1 par. 12, Exhibit B, Q 3-9, 11, 12, 232 and 237, Exhibit
D pars. 1z and laa, Exhibit H). o

12. Under date of 11 September 1945, the Commanding Officer,
Headquarters Command Allied Forces directed the Commanding Officer
2677th Regiment 0SS (Prov) to take the necessary steps to have Major
Robert Bishop given a psychiatric examinetion in accordance with the-
authorization contained in paragreph 35c¢, Manual for Courts Martial,
1928, déspite the fact that Courts Martial charges had not been drawn.
The Commanding Officer of the hospital to which Major Bishop was sent
deferred the examination until pertinent directives had been complied
wig?. (Exhibit A-1 par. 15 and Sub-Exhibit F, Exhibit B, Q 14-16 and
236).

13. On 16 September Colonel Maddox received a cable from
‘General Donovan instructing him to see that "nothing is done until
my arrival™ in the Bishop case. This information was passed on by
cable from Colonel Maddox to Major Erdwurm and no further action
has been teken. (Exhibit B, Q 227-230, Exhibit I).

14. Note should be made of the existence of two separate
channels of command in the 0SS structure. The "vertical" or admin-
istrative channel was from Major Bishop to the Commanding General
MTOUSA. The "horizontal"™ or functional was from Major Bishop to the
Director of the Office of Strategic Services. (Exhibit B, Q 177).
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IV. DISCUSSION.

15. Either because of the nature of the work being done
by officers of the 0SS or by their ignorance of Army Regulations and
the Manual for Courts Martial, no immediate action was taken toward
discipline of Major Bishop when the alleged violations of Article of
War 96 occurred prior to 23 April. Subsequent to Major Bishop's
return to Italy, there is qulite evident conflict between the functional
command and the administrative command channels under which the 0SS
officers concerned operate. As clearly stated by Major Erdwurm,
there 1s a vertical organization which in this cese went from Major
Bishop to his immediate military commander in 0SS in Bucharest, Lt.
Col. Ross, to Colonel Glavin as Commanding Officer 2677th Regiment
to Colonel Ramsey as Commanding Officer Headquarters Command Allied
Forces to General McNarney, the Theater Commander. This is the
channel of discipline. The horizontal organization, however, reached
from Major Bishop to the X-2 Chief in Caserta, Major Erdwurm, to the
Branch Chief in London, to the World Chief in Washington, to General
Donovan. This is the technical, or functional, chennel and, except
under highly unusual circumstances, never should those individuals
in the latter chain interfere with the normal administrative functions
of those in the former chain. Colonel Ross, when faced with what he
considered to be disobedience of his direct orders, took no further
action other than to relieve Major Bishop from his job and get him
out of Colonel Ross' jurisdiction as soon as possible. Upon Major
Bishop's arrival in Caserta, he was in effect punished by formal
restriction to a limited area, although he had not been arrested,
charged, tried, or convicted. The duration of the restriction is
inmaterial, but the fact of the restriction is important. Paragraph
102f of the Manual for Courts Martial, 1928, states "Restriction to
Limits -~ This form of punishment 1iIs rather a deprivation of privil-
eges than confinement, etc". The statements of Major Erdwurm, that
this confining of Major Bishop's activities to a limited area was
not imposed as a restriction does not alter the fact that the order
did restrict. If the only purpose of the order was to prevent Major
Bishop from going to Bari, Italy or to some other distant point,
military custom and precedent requires only that his attention be
directed, in writing if necessary, to the normal limits in space or
time allowed all officers of that command and beyond which limits
VOCO or travel orders would be required. Or, it might better have
been said to him in plain English, "You will not go to Bari™.

16. The staff study made by Mejor Erdwurm, seems competent
and complete. Upon its sulmission to the Commanding Officer of 2677th
Regiment, it was incumbent upon Colonel Glavin to maeke a decision and
at that point it was his particular duty to decide whether to proceed
on belief that either a crime had been committed under military law
by Major Bishop or that Major Bishop had merely been incompetent in
performing duties of his renk and assignment. It is obvious from the
contents of the staff study and by the subsequent decision of Colonel
Ramsey that there were reasonable grounds for belief that a crime had
been committed. Never the less, Colonel Glavin, in the administrative
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chain of command, did not make the decision and the case was held
pending General Donovan's arrival. General Donovan desired that
reclassification proceedings should be used. Amy Regulation 605-230
dated 9 June 1943, entitled "Commissioned Officers -- Reclassification"
in paragraph 3¢ states "These are not disciplinary regulations. The
procedure prescribed herein is administrative in character and is

not to be used in lieu of action under Courts Martial procedure or
under provisions of Article of War 104". ‘

17.. More time elapsed in the 2677th Regiment putting these
reclassification papers in proper order and finally when Colonel
Ramsey, acting as investigating officer, heard the allegations he,
in proper administration of his office, ordered the reclassification
dropped and either suggested or ordered Courts Martial charges to be
preferred. These subsequent events thus established that the decision
to use reclassification proceedings was wrong and the effort "to
make them stick" was unsuccessful.

18. At this point a peculiar procedure was followed, in
an apparent effort to save the time of the General Court, by sending
‘Major Emery the Staff Judge Advocate of Allied Force Headquarters
‘Command, to Roumania towelgh the legal competence of evidence that
might be extant. Major Bishop was not permitted to give names of
witnesses for himself. Thls procedure was highly unusual inasmuch
as the Manuel for Courts Martial 1is very clear inspecifying that after
Courts Martial charges have been preferred, and not before, an invest-
igating officer shall be appointed with purpose as outlined in Chapter
VII, Manual for Courts Martial, 1928. Major Emery denles that he
was an Investigating Officer but the 24 Indorsement of Exhibit G,
over the signature of the Adjutant of Headquarters Command Allied
Force for the Commanding Officer states, "That the papers have been
referred to an Investigating Officer with view to a trial by Courts
Martial”. Article of War 70 states, "Charges and specifications
must be signed by a person subject to military lew, and under oath
that he has personal knowledge of, or has investigated, the matters
set forththerein and that the same were true in fact, to the best of
his knowledge and belief". "No charge will be referred to a General
. Courts Martial for trial until a thorough and impartial investigation.
thereof shall have been made".

19. Major Erdwurm had already investigated the matters from
which Colonel Ramsey viewed the possibility of Courts Martiael and
was competent to sign Courts Martial charges, but no charges were
preferred. Major Emery, as investigator, made no effort to ascertain,
nor would he receive, names of available witnesses expected to favor
the putative accused. Even had the delay occasioned by his trip to
Roumania been justified, the subsequent bringing of Courts Martial
charges and the appointing of an impartial investigator reguired by
Article of War 70 would have probably necessitated another trip to
Roumania, thereby causing further delay. When Major Emery returned
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he was apparently convinced that there was sufficient competent
evidence avallable and so he presented specimen charges and spec-
ifications to the 2677th Regiment. At this point again indecision
entered and General Donovean was consulted. He, in turn, instructed
nothing to be done until his arrival, an event which has not material-
ized to’ this date. Then an abortive effort was made to obtain a
psychiatric examination of Major Bishop, under the authorization of
paragraph 35c¢, Manual of Courts Martial, 1928, which is a step that
can be taken only subsequent to the filing of Courts Meaertial charges.
Either Major Emery or -the new commander of Headquarters Command Allied
Force (Colonel J. E., Maloney) was under the impression that charges
had been filed against Major Bishop.

20. Major Erdwurm in hils testimony enumerated five "un-
fortunate delays which were in fact unnecessary delays -

lst - Colonel Glavin's delay in final action on the
Staff Study pending instructions from General
Donovan.

24 - The improper presentation of reclassification
proceedings to Headquarters Command, which pro-
ceedings were returned to 2677th Regiment for
correction and revision.

3rd - Colonel Glavin's absence from Caserta for a
' fortnight in the latter part of July.

Lth - Major Emery's inability to secure immediate
clearance to go to Bucharest.

5th - Suspension of further action at the request of
General Donovan on the 16th of September."

The wrongful acts ascribed to Major Bishop occurred prior to 23 April
1945 and yet, to date, nothing has been accomplished to settle the
case, either through the filing of charges, the dismissal of the
allegations, or the return of Major Bishop to normal duty status.

V. CONCLUSIONS.

21. The followlng conclusions are based upon the extent to
which it is possible to pursue this investigation with evidence avail-
able in Italy: -

a. That Major Bishop has been withheld from normal
duty status since his arrival in Italy on 22 April 1945.

b. That'he has been prejudiced in his military status

€. That the sending of an "investigating" officer
to Roumenia prior to the proper filing of court martial charges was
premature, and prejudicial to the expedition of military justice.

h. That confusing and conflicting instructions from
Ma jor Bishop's superiors have halted for the time being either or
both the preferring of charges and the completion of administrative
proceedings in Me jor Bishop's case.

VI. RECOMMENDATIONS.

22, It is recommended:

a. That the Commanding Officer, Allied Force Head-
quarters Command, be directed to take immediate steps to bring to a
prompt conclusion the pending action or actions against Major Bishop.

b. That this report, together with all annexes and

exhibits, be forwarded to the Adjutant General, Washington, D.C.,
recommending further investigation by interrogation of the wltnesses
listed below to determine the extent of responsibility of any or
all of them in the unnecessary delays outlined in the body of the
report.

SUBJECT: Complaint of Wrongs and Request for Redress
Under Article of War 121,

TO: Commanding General, LTOUSA, ATO 512, U, S, Army,

1. The undersigned, after more then five months with no duvty assigne-
ment and after five months of attempts by my commending officer to pre-
judice my status as an officer in the Arny of the United Itates, respect-
fully submits this statement of complaint and request for remedial action.

2. In order that you may become aware of the general baclkground, the
following statement is submitted concerning my activities up to 11 Aprll
1945, the date I was relieved from my duty assighment:

2. On 9 Ceptember 1944, I left Istanbul, Turley, where I had
been stationed with 0SS and flew to Bucharest, Rumanle, to orgonize X=2
activities (counter-espionage) in that countrj. Other 0SS units were
there and a small headquarters vas organigzed, Lieut., Comdr. Frank G, Wis-
ner was placed in charge., The work went well and my branch was successful
in seizing several tons of Germen documents considered to be of great value.

b, In Vovember 1944, the official Americen Militory !iission and
State Department personnel arrived. lir. Burton Y. Berry, with the rank of
minister, was the senior U. S, representative, Brig. Gen. CV3 Schuyler was
the senior militery representative. Not long after their arrivel pressure
was applied to 0SS to reduce, the feeling being that continued large-scele
0SS operations would be a dupllcatlon of effort. In my ovm phese of the
work there was no duplicetion; both lir, Berry and Brig. Gen. Schuyler assured

me that they were appre01at1ve of the assistance my branch gove them and want-
ed it to continue.

c. It should perhaps be p01nted out here that within 0SS channels
X-2 is an operationally independent branch, X-2 reports go directly to Wash-
ington and London and the identities of its egents are not Imom to the CO
or to other branches, Other branches, however, must have the approval of X2
on any employe or agent, X-2 policies and directives are received directly
from higher headquarters. This rather wusual and somewhat delicate relation-
ship was well understood by Lieut, Comdr. Wisner and we remained on excellent
terms. This is evidenced by his recommendation thet I be promoted,

d. In the absence of any guidance, policy, directive or criticism
from any higher headquarters and in the firm belief that X-2 had an important
job to do in Rumenia perticularly with the encouragement given iy ir. Berry
end Brig, Gen., Schuyler, I continued to expand X-2 operations. Tt rould
appear that these efforis were justified as we succeeded in obteining suffie-
cient informetion concerning Japenese espionage to force the internment of
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of the Japanese in Rumenia, There vag elso a vast amount of Germen
intelligence and Russisn informetion considered to be of interest, Atten-
tion is invited to Exhibits A, B and C, which are attached.

e. In Januory 1945 the 0SS retrenchment, which had been post-
poned, began with the departure of Lieut, Comdr. 'isner., I was placed in
charge as acting CO in addition to my duties as Chief of X-2. Lieut.
Comdr. Wisner left behind a statement for his successor in which he com-
mented favorably concerning me and my work. He also posted a public let-
ter in which he asked continuved good work and expressed coniidence in ne,

See peragraph 4, Exhibit C.) ~

fo & few days after I becarme the acting CO I hegen to receive
reports of what appeared to be & potentially dangerous situation, iTrs,.
Tanda Bragadiru, who had been hostess to the Americans for meny months,
tock 8 trip to Itaely under 0SS auspices. It was ostensibly a trip to the
Vatican to arrange for much needed drugs for Rumenia, Our reports indicat-
ed, however, that her resl purpose vas to go to Switzerland to arrange for
8 shipment of drugs via American aircraft for private gain, !ir. Berry and
Brig. Gen. Schuyler were kept informed of the development of the situwation.

"g. Before the Bragadiru incident was closed =nd it was possible
to meke a report to Caserte, a Lt, Col. Walter M. Ross errived in Bucharest
to become the new CO, It was unfortunate but seemed inevitzlhle that fric-
tion should develop between us from the beginning. He considered noving
into the Bragadiru house in Lt. Comdr, Wisner's place but I azdvised against

~it. After consulting I'r. Berry end Brig. Gen, Schuyler, who gave him
similar advice, he did not do so bHut moved into the house of iirs, Rica
Pherekeyde, a move of which I also did not approve because of thd almost
fatel shooting of my liaison officer, Lieut., Theodor Negropontes, there two
months before and the subsequent scandel,

h. A certain amount of friction developed between Lt. Col. Ross
and myself due to the fact that, by his own admission, he had had neither
experience nor training in either the positive or the negeiive side of
intelligence and therefore relied heavily on Capt, Louis lladison, the Re-
ports Officer in charge of positive intelligence, Capt. i'adison, who was
openly pro-Russien and anti-Rumanian, wes naturally not well-received by
the Rumanians which eutomatically limited his gathering of inforiation. Due
to the widespread activities of ¥-2 and the confidence which it enjoyed (See
Exhibit C) a large emount of positive information was obtained vnsolicited.,
uch of it concerned the Russians., This was given to Capt. 'adison whose
duty it was to report such informetion hut who showed open resentment and
questioned the sources, P'hile it must be sdmitted that some of the informa-
tion at that time concerning the Nussians, their aims, ambitions and inten-~
tions seemed questionable it must likewise be conceded in the lizht of pre-
gent events thet the information was substentially correct. Even then it
was well received both by I, Berry and his assistent, ir. ilelbowrne, who
were finding it necessary to suppress certein of the Rossz-izdison reports.

, i. It may have been this conflict which caused Lt. Col. Ross to
dermand of me the names of X=2 agents which I declined to revezal in accordance
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with & policy promulgated by Maj. Gen, Donovan in the surrer of 194/ ond

subsequently reaffirmed to me hy ceble when I made inquiry in ‘eshington.

jo Shortly after the arrival of Lt, Col. Ross I received .a
ceble to wind up my affairs and report to London far a new essignment, I
prepered to do so but at this time we were encountering severe difficulties
with the Russians who insisted on clearing 211 persomel and planes. 1o
American plane was scheduled until 1€ April vhen Drig. Gen. Zchuyler expect-
ed to go to Italy. I plenned to go with him if T received Ruszien clearance,

3. At 1030 hours on 11 April I reccived a telephone call from L., Col,
Robert Hmmens, Air lfember of the American section of the {fllied Control Com-
mission, informing me that the Russians had cleared me and that & Dritich
plane was leaving at 1300 hours. He asgked if T cowldd male it, I zcid I
didn't see how I possibly could to which he replied that he would tele my
name off the list. I went on aktovt my work end kept an official appointment,
returning to my office at 1230 houvrs at which time T learned that T.t. Col,
Ross wented to see me. I went irmrediately toward his office, one block away,
met his secretary on the street ond learned that he had left to tzke his
deily French lesson. Offices are closed in Rumanie from 13CC to 1500 hours,
so after 1500 hours I reported to Lt. Col. Ross. He reprimanded me for not
having taken the British plene, sumrarily relieved me from duty end confined
me to the city of Bucharest, (See Ixhibits B and D.) '

4. On 20 April I recéived competent vritten orders to leave Bucharest
and departed on 22 April with Brig. Gen, Schuyler, arriving at Caserta on
the same day and reported for duty at Headquerters 2677th Regiment 055
(Prov). (See Exhibit E.)

5. After my arrival in Caserta I was asked by Major Grzhem Erdwurm,
chief of X=-2 there, to write a report covering my activities while in Rum-
anja, After having submitted the report I was interrogated by Iz jor fird-
wurm who showed open hostility and intimated that I would lose my com-
mission in the army. I then asled permission of the cormending ofiicer,
Col, Edwerd J, F. Glavin, for a hearing. He told me to come to his office
the following day at 1100 hours which I did but he was not there. Later I
was given & communication by Major Erdwurm and sddressed to him from Col,
Glavin's executive oficer which stated that I had requested a hearing but
that since I was under investigation that anything I had to say should be
said to the"investigative officer" end that I should indorse this communica=-
tion and that it should be made a part of the investigation record., This
occurred approvimately in the first week of Hay.

6. On or sbout 4 June 1945 I wos informed by Mejor Zrdwuwrm that re-
classification proceedings were 1o he instituted ageinst me and that T
‘would be given a formel interview within a few deys at which tire I would
have an opportunity to resign under other than honorable conditions. He
further stzted that no action would have been talien against e had it not
been for the departure from Rumanis =nd entrance into Italy of one Elisabeth
llezey~Feher, the fiancee of an ’merican officer. He alleged thet I had
assisted her,
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a, It is truve that I lmew liiss Feher intended to leave
Rumenia as did severaol other officers including Brig., Gen.
Schuyler who had -issuved her, on the cabled authority of AFHG,

a permit to enter Italy. <She 1s now the wife of Lt. Col.
Elmer L. Kinceid Jr. of the llediterranean Air Trensport Service.

7e« On 9 June 1945 I wes informed by Col, (then Lt, Col.; ¥, T

Te T
laddox, executive officer of the 2677th Regiment 0SS (Irov), that he had
discovered he did not have the auvthority to conduct a formel interview in
comnection with reclessification nrocecdings but that such ;roceedings would
be instituted zgainst me by my then comrending officer, Col, Glevin, HHe =lso
stated that, since expeditious action was desired, an interview was planned
for the early pert of the following weelt in the office of Col, John Ramsey,
Commending Officer of Headquarters Command Allied Force, =nd that I should
hold myself in readiness for such interview,

8. Not until 20 June 1945, did I receive a copy of a Recommendation
for Reclassification Board ‘ction, dated the seme date, and =zirmed by Col.
Edwerd J. F. Glavin., T requested trevel orders to proceed to, Zupania
obtain sworn statements in my belrlf as provided in paragrapﬁ’ﬁég4£§£4n41x

605-230, This request was disaprroved by Col., Glavin on 20 fwme 1945,

9. MNore than 2 month 1ater:q(27 July 1945, I was interviewed by Col.
Ramsey in his of7ice at Headquarters Command Allied Force. The inlerview
was scheduled for 1430 hours, I arrived at 1420, Col, Glevin arvived at
1430 and went into conference with Col. Ramsey for nine ninutes, after which
he surmoned me into Col, Ramsey's office, I was given an oprortunity to
resign under other thsn honorable conditions but declined to do so.

a. Col., Glavin had filed an efficiency report concerning my work
which stated it was based on "frequent personal observation of the results
of his work." It was deted 1 May 1945. I produced a photostatic copy of a
report his headquarters had submitted to AFHQ on 12 lay 1945 and agein on
27 Ney 1945 which gave me a superior efficiency rating. ‘Then questioned
further concerning the efficiency report Col., Glavin stated that he had no
personal knowledge of me and had not spoken to me more thzn 15 nminutes in
his life even though he had visited Bucharest several tires., He stated that
all of the information in the report was based on statements made to him by
e jor Erdwurm, Further questioning of Col., Glavin relative to his reasons
for initiating reclassification proceedings - more than two months after I
was relieved from duty - was interrupted and prevented by Col. Ramsey,

b. Hajor Erdwurm had filed a sworn statement in which he alleged
my reports were unsatisfectory and was, at my request, called into the inter-
view. When questioned he stated thet he merely held an administrative post,
that he had no qualifications to evaluate intelligence rerorts but thet he
hed been in London sometime previously and that some civilisn there in C35
haed s2id he did not like my reports and that they were in varirnce with the
British.

4
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c. It was at this point that Col. Remsey halted the question-
ing of Col. Glavin and liajor Erdwurm, and the interview vms ended. “hen
I left Col, Remsey's office Col, Glavin remained with him,

10. On 29 July 1945 written request was mede to teolie the oral de-
positions of both Col., Glavin ond iejor Erdwmurm., Col. “lavin declined
and deperted soon thereafter for the United States. The recquest to take
Major Erdwurm's deposition was ignored,

11, On 3 August 1945, I vas informed by Headquarters Cormand Allied
Force as follows: . :

"Decision has been made that reclassification prroceedings
in this case are to be dropped and pspers have been re-
ferred to an investigating officer with a view to trial
by general court-mertial,"

12. Although more than & month and a helf have pasced since the com-
munication referred to in paragraph 1l ebove wes received I have not heen
contacted by an investigeting officer who mey have been apnoin cd It wes
learned, however, through members of Brig. Gen. Schuyler's stafl thet Lajor
C. X, Emery, the Staff Judge Advocate of Headquerters Conmand ‘7Jﬂcd Force,
went to Bucharest and spent appraximately two and one-h2lf weelks there and
interrogated possible witnesses in connection with my situstion. T respect-
fully submit thet I should have been given an opportunity to furnish the
names of witnesses for interrogation b" Hajor Emery if o foir ond impartial
investigation were to be conducted. It is further understood that =jor
Emery returned from Bucharest more then ten deys ago Tt even et has not
contacted me nor, to my knowledge, attempted to do so.

13. On 8 September 1945, I went to Rome, present bccao1rr“ors of the

' 2677th Regiment 0SS (Frov), to see my commending officer, Col. 7. ¥, Meddox.
He mede an appointment with me for 1530 hours which he was unctle to keep, I
learned from the assistent adjutent, lst Lieut. Joseph I. Felosiyy, that
cabled orders had been recelved from 058 Washington to retuvrn me there if the
reclassification proceedings had been dropped, I succeeded in seeing Col,
Meddox on 10 Sept. 1945, at which time he declined to discucss my case other

then to state that it was entirely out of his hands and rested with AFHC,

14, BHaving vwaited patiently more than five monthg with no duty assign-
ment, with no charges ageinst me, and faced with the daily emlbarrassment of
haeving to explain my stetus to associztes and also faced with the mental
anxiety of myself and my family ceused by what now apnears to me to he a
calculated scheme to delay clarification of my stetus asc an officer, and
believing that my commanding officer exhausted more then a reasonalle time
in which to tske prejudicial action against me, I again went on 15 Zeptember
1945 to see my commanding officer. Ly purpose was to deliver a NG tatenent
of Complaint and Application for Zedress," setting forth the delays of the
past five months and requesting that "(as I be fully and commletely informed
of my status as 2 member of your command and an officer of the frmy of the
United Stetes and, if I am the object of courte-mertial chorges, I be fully
informed of their nature, the name of the accuser and any evidence purporting
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to be in suprort thereof; (b) if there are no court-mexrtial
sgeinst me, it is requested that the order contained in perar;
from Washington for my return) be conplied with and that wmy i
receive an honorahle discherge upon the termination of my counury's need
for my services in a militery ceapcelty not be further prejiudi Tefore
I could deliver such statement of complaint Col, lMaddox rebuied ne for
hewving come to see him and insiructed me to return to Cascrtie ond to malke
all future contacts with iiejor Drdwurn, the 0SS liaison officer whom Col,
tleddox referred to es his deputy commanding officer. I retirned to Caserta
that afternoon and contected ajor Frdern, '

15, Major Erdwurnm recd my stotement of complaint and then, in response
to inquiry a2s to whether he had a2ny orders for me, delivered to me an order
to secure my own admittance to the 300th General Hospital for psycniatric
examination - this notwithstanding that no charges were preferred ageinst
me nor any reason at all steted why my sanity was doubted - in violation of
paragreph 35¢, 1Cl, and peragraph 7, Cir 25, LTCUSA, 1945. ALlthouch believ-
the order illegal and unable to resist the inference that i1 wes notivated
by melice, T complied with the order and presented it to Corrending Cfficer,
300th Generzal Hospital, I em hoppy to state that, as indicoted by the 3rd
Indorsement on Exhibit F, the Comranding Officer of the 300th General Ios-
pitel declined to become a perticinant in such procedure,

16, It is believed thet in the five months which have elapsed since my
relief from duty for alleged failure to deposrt on an unscheduvled cireraft
that my commending officer and his steff - end the staff of LFIC - have had
more than ample time to gather any available evidence and to prefer such
charges as they could have supported. Mony persons knowm to me in civilian
life have passed through the headquarters of the 2677th Regiment since my
arrival on 22 April 1945 and although I was forbidden by writien order to
discuss my sitwation with anyone my former cormanding officer =nd other mem-
bers of his staff have imposed no such restrictions upon thorselves., Gossip
and innuendo have reached friends in the United States ceusing irreperable
damage to my entire career, Also in these five months, in which I have been
assizned no duties to perform but have been compelled to hold myself in deily
readiness for wlmovm charges and orders, I have not only heen forced to
suffer mental arcriety but my militery situation has been vrogressively pre-
judiced by the fact that the merbers of my former staff and others, who would
have been aveilable to me es witnesses, have been departing this theater.

17. The only reply thus far received from my depuly cormender being as
indicated atove, I now respectfully turn to you for 2id in the firm belief
that the punishment which has been imposed upon me for more than {ive months,
culminating in the aforementioned illegal order, violates bot:z the letter and
the spirit of military justice particularly in view of the mendates of paras
graph 23d, TM 27-255, Military Judtice Procedure.

"Undue deley in preferring charges not only is an injiustice
to the accused, but has an adverse effect upon the discip-
line of the command, Althoursh no definite time linit for
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preferring charges is set by law or regulation, in the
ordinary case they should be preferred within 48 hours
after the offense is discovered, * % % ¥ TIf an offense
warrants punishment at all, punishment should te imposed
at once," :

and of paragraph 26, IMCII:

Wihen it is intended to prefer chﬂrges, they should be
preferred without unnecesssry delay."

18, It is therefore earnestly rroyed and respectfully recuested thet
this prostitution of Juvtwce be ended ond that my commending officer and
his staff be now restrained from telking further action to prejuilice my

right to an honorable discharge upon termination of my cowntry's necds for
my services,

Dear Mr. Offie:

Last evening Major Eishop, who formerly wes in cherge of the 035
unit in Bucherest, told me that his activities were under review, and
that he would like a statement from me of the relations between my
office and himself,

When the U, S. Mission reached Bucharest last October, Commander
Wisner was in charge of the 055 unit, NMajor Bishop was in charge of
one section. Ir, ¥Wisner wes most cooperstive with ouwr mission and
instructed all of his subordinates to give us the fullest cooperation.
This Mejor Bishop did,

In Jenuary, Commander Wisner left Bucherest, leaving llajor Bishop
in charge., During the period that he was the senior officer, he show=
ed himgelf always willing and helpful. When another ofricer replaced
him as senior officer, he continued to give us full cooperation in his
own branch, On two occasions he rendered us distinctive service, First,
when we had inklings that Japanese officials were continuing espionage
work after the break of relations hetween Rumania and Japan. ¥With in-
formation supplied by Major Bishop, we were able to cut off their

activities and have all Japsnese interned. The second occasion had to
- do with & leak in our office from a member of the custodizl service.
The full and excellent information supplied by Major Bishep permittied
us to stop this,

While I know little of Major Bishop's relations with the other

. officers in the 0SS, I am happy to say thet his relations with me end
the members of my staff were always cordial and productive of increesed
efficiency in the performence of our duties.

If you have no objection, I shall be grateful if you will pass on
this letter to Mr. Bishop.

I, Shelby Themes, Lieut., (JG) USHR, being first duly sworn, depose
and say that I went to Bucharest, Rumenia, in October 1944 as 2 member
of the ¥-2 staff of the 05 unit there. %hen I arrived, which was
approximately one month after the unit's arrivel, liajor Robert Eishop
was the only member of X-2 on the scene, He had organized a small group
of Rumanians to assist him and hed collected several tons of German
documents, including the files of the Sicherheitsdienst, the Hitler
Jugend, the Luftwaffe, Schenker and Co., the Lufthensa and others.

Major Bishop gave me administrative responsibility for the menage-
nent of the office as thet hzs been my specialized field both in civil.-
ian life and in X¥-2 at Cairo., Altho he neintained generzl supervision
of the office through me, and I consulted him on all importent ques-
tions of policy, he devoted most of his time to the building uvp of
several independent chains of sgents oand the collection of 1nte111~once.
When, through these channels, inforrmation was obtained it was my re-
sponsibility to process it for forwerding to higher headauarters., In
this connection, however, I wish to state that liajor Bishop never per-
mitted any information to be forwvarded without attempting to check it
through one or more independent gources. This was not a2lweys possible.

Cur information may not alveys have been the best but in my opinion it
was the best available.

During the period that Hajor Bishop was chief of X-2 a vost amount
of material was processed. In addition to the veluminous Georman meterial
we submitted approximately 700 cariginel intelligence reports, which is
in itself somewhat of a record in ¥R circles. I have heard since
arrival in Caserta that there has been some criticism to the effect that
we were striving for quantity rather then quality. I am familior with
the work of a mumber of other X-2 stations and I am confident that if an
impartial inquiry were made that a comparison of the work of X-2 Bucharest
with that of eny other X-2 station in this theater would result favorably
to Bucharest both as to quantity and as to quelity, It is not sufficient
to deal in generalities in such matterss Among the outstonding achieve-~
ments of our branch were the following:

a. The production of detsiled information concerning Japenese
espionage ectivities and their relationship with the Russians which en-
abled the American HMission to force the internment of the Japonece,

b. Discovery of an importent Leakage of informetion at the
American Legation.

¢. Discovery that the Russians obtained copies of czlhles
from the British Mission within a few hours after they were
or received,

d. Information obteined early in larch that Germeny surrender
on or about 7 May 1945,

e. Advance knowledge of Russia's plens for a Danube river
monopoly which have since materielized,

f. Penetration of Russial's intelligence service and the
Russien Politburo,

EXHIBIT "A-1"
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ge The seizure of meny tons of German documents.

h. The obtaining of more than 200 rolls of Germen Tilm show-
ing important Russian activitics,

i. Location of the c'ec:cel, plants in Wh]Ch the avlomzatlc parts
and the explosive parts of the V-1 and the V-2 were made,

je The new location of the central Abwehr redio stotion for
southeastern Europe.

. The interrogation of an important German spy who revezled
the innerworkings of the German intelligence service both in the liddle
East and ih the Balkans,

In connection with the foregoing it shouvld be borne in mind that this
kind of work was conducted in Rumenie under the greatest difficulties be-
ceuse of our peculisr relationship with the Russians which nade it necessary
- for 21l such sctivities to be hendled with the utmost secrecy. To nmy per-
sonal knowledge based on the reports of Russian agents neither ajor Bishop,
myself, nor any member of our branch was ever suspected of carrying on this
kind of work, Other members of 0SS and of the ACC were under cu vp:c*on by
the Russians.

With the exception of one or two individuals, the staff of X-2 worked
diligently and put in longer hours than required, They did this not
through any compulsion but out of loyelty to their work and personal loyal-
ty to their chief, ’s for I’2jor Bishop personally he worked longer hours
than any of his staff, I lived in the same house with him and I know that
he was usually at his desk until 0200 hours and very often later, Occaszion-
ally we went out socially returning home around 2400 hours but he would work
for two or three hours hefore retiring checking over reports sc thet the
staff could process the materisl the following dey.

X=2 Bucharest alweys suffered from the lack of an adequate stefl but its
greatest handicep from the begimming to the end was the fact that it never

received any direction, guidence, criticism, encouragement, policy or comment
from Caserte,

Shortly after the arrivel of Lt. Col, ¥alter Ross in Bucharest a certain
amount of friction developed between him and ajor Bishop. This was because
he demanded to know the names of our agents. Major Bishop declined to reveal
them in accordance with a policy promulgeted in the summer of 1944 by General
Donoven, MNejor Blshop had previously cleared this matter in ‘ashington,

On 11 April 1942 I was officer of the day., At my request Izjor Bishop
hed made an app01ntment that morning in an effort to keep intact a chein of
agents after his departure., He Ecpt the appointment and at 1230 hours came
to his office ot Battiste where I informed him that Lt, Col. Ross wanted to
see him and wanted him to leave at 1300 hours on a British plene, Ile appear-
ed surprised and told me that Lt, Col. Emmens had telephoned &t 1020 hours
and asked if he could be ready. le soid he did not think it pozsihle =nd that
Lt., Col., Emmens had seid he would teke his name off the list. !7ior Bishop,
however, sterted immediately to Lt. Col. Ross! office at Cteteri, On the way .
he met Mrs, Sylvia Place, secretery to Lt. Col, Ross, who informed him that
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Lt. Col, Ross had left the office =t 1215 hours as was his custom to take
a French lesson, They came back to Battiste together and tried to tele-
phone Lt. Col, Ross at his home until sometime after 1300 hours but with-
out success. Of7ices in Rumcnic are closed between 1300 and. 1500 hours.
After 1500 hours Iojor Bishop went to see Lt. Col, Ross who relieved him
from duty 2nd designated me acting chief, In this connection I thinl: it
only fair to point out thet it was not customary for ‘American personnel
to leave on British planes and that no American planc was cc._thlcd
until 18 April. It also was not customery for an Americon officer to
leave on two hours notice.

After Majpr Bishop was relieved of duty he helped me znd gave me all
possible cooperation. The operation of our office continued smoothly
until his departure on 22 fpril., On 23 April, Lt. Col. Ross called on me
and the disembowelment of our ofiice began. Our agents were discherged
under his instructions and work ceme to a standstill, Irior to my depart-
ure from Bucharest on 18 July, I was instructed to burn all records in-
cluding the card index file conteining more than €000 namcs and all the
German records seized by lajor Eishop in September 1944. There are no
copies of these. ,

I have known l2jor Pishop since December 1G43 when I met him in
Washington. I met him agein in Ceiro. I have the highest resard for
him, He is a superior officer and a natural lesder of men, HHe wes well-
liked by the Rumenians, the British, the /CC staff and the Ainerican Lega-
tion personnel. But most particularly he had the respect =2nd loyelty of
his own staff, :

TFollow-
ing two weekg of general egssignment, I vms assigned to !ajpr Dishop ond
serired under him in the X-2 Brench., Decause I spoke Rumcnian, iz jor Lishop
used me first as a2 translater, then essizned me in the cepecity of Liaison
Officer with the Pumenian SSI vhich is the secret service Tor the ministry
of war, :

2, Ly associetion with Major Bishop wvas always of a business nature. ‘e
rarely saw each other after office hours, My personal opinion of him has

always been that he was sincere in his pursuit of X-2 activiiies, and like
other members of his sta?f, we found him reasonable in his reguects, aff-

able, and very populsr,

3. Others, outside the office, reported him the same., I wes in almost
daily contact with the chief of the SSI and with the several bronch chiefs,
They had an unusvally high regard for lajor Bishop and his abilivies, and
after a period of months of attempting to work with other 033 offices whose
work covred fields other then counter-espionage, often e:p;csscd thenselves
to the effect that they considered liajor Bishop the only offlicer with whonm
they could sefely work. That is why X=R BErench, through me, often oLtalncd'
meterial which should have gone directly to other btranches.

Ag an example, I obtained more than 200 rolls of captured Germen £ilm
which contained a bast amount of documentary information from the Russian
front, and on Inside Burope during the Hitler Regime, This caused consider-
able criticism on the pert of other branches and their cofficers in CEL, But
I believe, and know, that liajor Bishop never intentionslly competed with
then, Rumenian officials had a confidence in Kajor Bishop, thet he would for-
ward documents, etc., concerning even Russian activities, to Washington, while
they did not have this confidence in other American Officrs, who had pre-
viously refused informetion, etc., of this nature,

Rumsnian officials were very eager to give lMajor Bichop 211 types of
information, to show their pro-alied sincerity., They voluntered intelligence,
but when it came to reporting Russian activities of the post ten years, they
declared they were afraid to eypose themselves, or to give the informotion
because common talk in Buchsrest said we had a "Comminist element" in our
organization,

Le T 2lso knew Mejor Bishop to be the personal Liaison Officer and Intellie-
gence Officer for Brig. Gen., Schuyler, cormender for the A0C representation
in Rumanis, and for Mr. Berry, the imerican Legation representative, I
heard also that they held him in hizh regard.

I also knew 'zajor Pishop as Acting-Chief for the Americen Iilitary Unit,
on the deparuure of Lt. Comdr, *isner, who, before departing, paid tribute to
lMajor Bishop in & posted letter in which he asked continved good “rerk end coop-
eration, and expressed confidence in lizjor Bishop.

5, Criticism of M le.jor Bishop and the investigation of the =R Branch
activities, 1t should be noted, began only after Major Bishop had left
Bucharest. His defense wes left to his junior officer successor,
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6. I always hed the greatest confidence and respect in Izjor Bishop as
Chief X-2. He was always thoughtful and considerste of his otal?, des-
pite the meny jobs he wes called upon to do, and the extra hours needed
in which to complete then, He judged me, as 2ll others, by the work we
did, and in every case tried to obtain promotions and recognition for us,
I overcame severe rank handicops because of my knovledge of the language,
and officials with whom I had contact iznored the fac thnt T vag a FrC
maintaining contact with colonels and a general ofilcer. 1so refused
to let the rank barrier stop me because iz jor Bishop a ch a go e done,
that information be obteined, and since he wes my chief, ond 7 1

to him and to X-2, I more thun often got the work done, as many
under him did also.

7. I am a university graduste, :ith metropoliten newspzper exnperience
in ecivilian life, and have served 29 months in the Aruy,

sending seversl people out to look for him but he covld not be found and
he wes gtill unlocated when the plene departed at ahout 13CO0 hours. At
approximately 1630 hours Iajor Bishop appesred at ry office stating to me
that he understood he hed missed an airplene and that I was looking for
him, I told him that he had indeed missed an airplone thé violation of
orders which had been given him and I considered he had no excuse for his
failure to be on hend in time to boerd the plane. I told lajor Bishop
that in view of his conduct he was relieved from all duty and that he
should confine his movements to the city limits of Ducharest.

/1. Q. Vhat excuse, if any, did Bishop give for not having telen the plane?

A, Mejor Bishop's excuse to me for not having caught the plene wes that
early that morning he had received a telephone call asizing him to meet
some former German sgents for an interview, Iliajor Dichop stoted that he
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had been trying to see the se people for some time, that the agents
were quite importent and that he considered it more inportant that
he have this meeting then to catch the plane, In answer to this T
reminded iz jor Bishop thet he hed been under orcders to depert on the
first available airplene end thet he should, therefore, have been ahble
to let his assistant, Lt. (JG) Thames, USMR, hendle the contact whereas
he did not consider that possible, that he should have a2t least gotten
in toueh with me, his commonding officer, to explcin the situntion and
leave it up to me to decide vhether he shouvld or chould not then catch
the plane.

Did he admit Colonel Lrmen's phone call?
Yes,

Then he knew at least by 10:30 hours that he was scheduled to take the
plane at 1300 hours? '

Yes, without any doubt., I might add at this point slso that the excuse
that he gave to Colonel Imnens was not the same thet he gove to me.
This, however, is not importent, However, if the eiicuse he gave me was
the real excuse it is something which he might well heve refrzined from
telling Colonel Emmens because of the nature of the contoct.

Do you know of any ulterior motive that he had in deferring his departure

‘from Rumeniaf

I do not know positively of any ulterior motives., I have some ideas on
the subject but that is all,

Had Tlisabeth liezoy-Feher left Rumanie by that time?
To the best of my mowledge she had not.

What was the second violation of orders on Majpr Bishop's part?

The second violation of orders arose as follows: Among American and
British military circles in Bucharest there had been some talk end some
plans formuleted which would permit the escape of certein foreign nationals
from Rumanis to zones in Europe occupied either by fmerican or British
forces, People being considered as worthy of help from British and American
sources were Rumanians, Germens, Austriens, and others who had been of
assistance to ‘merican and British intelligence orgenizations and who had
been unusvelly sympathetic to American end British interests during the
German occupation of Rumania, Word thet such escape plans were being telk-
ed of reached Brigadier General Schuyler of the American ACC and upon hear-
ing such plans he called me to his office, He stated theat he had received
information to the effect that such plans were being considered and he
wanted me to know that he did not believe American officers in Bucherest
should be involved of anything of that nature and that consequently he was
ordering me to have no pert in any such activity end that I should pass

the same order along to all officers under my commend, T told him that

his order would be obeyed and that up to that moment no one in 0SS to my
knowledge hed teken part in any such escape., The date of this order from
General Schuyler was in llarch of 1944 and within 48 hours after talking
with General Schuyler and also in the month of lerch I called Kajor Bishop
to my office and told him of the order received from General Schuyler and
instructed him that the order applied to him and that neither he nor any
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of the people immediately under his supervision should tale part in
such escape activities. lajor Bishop assured ne he fully understood
the order and thet he hed not assisted in any such activity nor would
he do so in the future, Tt vas somewhat later when I lezrned from 058
headquerters in Itely that Elisabeth lezey-I'eher hed arrived in DBel-
grade, Yugoslavia and been directed to the 0SS Officer commending the
unit in Belgrade. Knowing thet she had been much in the compeny of
lajor Bishop I immediately endeavored to determine how she had departed
from Rumenie and perticulerly to determine whether or not any 0SS
officer had any part assisting her to leave Rumania, In questioning Lt,
(JG) Themes I determined thet she had been escorted Ifrom Rumenia +to
Belgrade by a2 Rumenian Ofificer, Lt. Negropontes. Lt. I'egropontes had
been serving as a Rumanien liason officer with the ‘fmerican wnit of 0SS
in Bucharest and had been assigned to kajor Bishop's office, I got in
touch with Lt. Negropontes, called him to my office znd had a long talk
with him during which he informed me that he had perticipated in the
escape of Elisabeth liezey-Feher at.the suggestion and upon the orders .of
Major Bishop, I asked Lt. Hegropontes what he meent by "orders" pointing
out that as a Rumenian army officer he could not possihly be under the
orders of any ‘fmericen officer and thet he was under no obliretion what-
ever to follow i‘ajor Bishop's direction in this perticular afleir., Lt.
Negropontes agreed, then stated that he felt it was something he should
do as he was himself intercsted in Elisabeth Eezey-Tcher ond wes doing
anything he could to help lejor Bishop, At the time this information
was obtained, lejor Bishop had departed from Rumenic Tt I considered
his part in the escape to be in direct disobedience with orders I had
given him and I reported that fect to 0SS headquerters, Itsly., T have
never since had sny occasion to talk to lMejor Eishop zhout the metter,

A, T am informed that she wes taken there by automolbile,

L8, Q. Wag it an American vehicle?
A, Tt was an ‘merican vehicle,

49. Q. To whom was that vehicle assigned?
A, Tt was the same American vehicle which had been used by lajor Bishop in
Bucherest.

50.- Q. Who held the necessary papers to operate that vehicle at the time of its
use to carry Ilisabeth lezey-Feher to Belgrede®
A, The papers were either held by llejor Bishop or kept in the car.

51. Q. Major Bishop was recponsible for these papers?
A, Major Bishop was responsible for these paspers.

52, Qe &nd it was Mejor Pishop'!s duty to supervise the use of that vehicle?
A, Yes.

53« Q. How long a time would it ncrmally teke for e vehicle to make the round
trip from Bucharest to Delgrade?
A, Under normel conditions end with no delay crossing the Frontier or the
Danube the whole trip could be made in one day.

5L Q. It is hardly likely then that the cer could have been used Tor that
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trip without lkajor Bishop's Imowledge.

It seems quite unlikely,
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Did he have ordinery daily use for the vehicle?

Yes. The vehicle was under the complete control of iizjor Dishop and
was regularly used either by him or by someone whom he might designate
to use it,

Where was the vehicle garaged?
I presume it was gareged with the other vehicles regulerly used by
officers of the ﬁmerlc°n ACC in Buchsrest,

The vehicle was not in joint use of his department ond other depart-
ments, was it?
Not to my knowledge.

Colonel, you spoke of & third occasion when Hajor Bishop disobeyed
orders or otherwise violeted regulations, "hat was that?

The. third occasion had to do with the automobile alout which we had
been telking, In view of Major Bishop's expected departure I approach-
ed him several days before it was expected he would depart by plane

and asked whether or not the vehicle which he used might be turned over
to someone else or to some other officer with the 0SS Unit, llajor Bis-
hop stated that he could not give me en answer at that time but would
do so later. He explained thet he had purchased the car from an
Americen citizen living in Rumenie with the understanding that when he
departed from Rumenia he would allow the individual to tuy the car back
from him. He told me thet he felt honor bound to zive that individuval
the opportunity to do so but that if he did not went to huy the car he
would be glad to transfer it to someone else in 0S%. e informed me
that he would get in touch with that individuel and inform me later.
Soon thereafter he did call on me and tell me that the individual had
decided that he wanted the car and that it could not be turned over to
05S. I told him that in view of the facts it was quite all right but
reminded him thet he should be sure to remove from the car the plates
which identified it as being used by members ‘of the Americen mission
in Rumania and thet he should also return the pepers vhich had been -
issved by ‘the Russian commend permitting the car to circulate freely.
Such papers were necessary with each car for the purpose of passing
Russian check points and the individuval makes of cars and motor num-
bers were specified on the permits. liajor Bishop essured me he would
turn the papers and the plates in before leaving but although he did
turn in the plates and he did also twurn in the Russien permit for the
car which had expired he did not turn in the cwrrent nmerrit, I have
never since seen it and presume it went with the car, This is the

same car which was used to trznsport Elisabeth liezey-Feher to Belgrade
and the car there was sinply turned over to the CSE commender in Bel-
grade, Ily criticism of i2jor Bishop is that he deliberately misre-
presented the facts concerning disposition of the car to me.

Did he assure you before he deperted that the car had been returned to .
the Rumanian citizen?
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60, Q. He did not,
A, T didn't think it necessary to a2sk for such assurence,
61, Q. Was the cer in fact his property?

A, TIn fact, yes, to the best of my knowledge. Becouse of transvortation
problems in Rumania American officers were permitted to purchase cars
from whomever they pleased.,

62, Q. Whose funds?

A, Personel noney. An order authorizing purchese of cuch cars by officers
was issued by Brigadier General Schuyler under whom OS5 functions for
all administrative purposes, That order wes later rescinded and is not
now in effect.

€3. Q. Other than relieving him from duty and restricting hin to the city of
Bucharest, did you take any other disciplinary action azainst lajor
Bishop?
A, VYo,
64. Q. Did you threaten to take any other disciplinary action®

A, No other than to tell him that the facts concerning his fezilure to catch
the airplane would be reporited to 0S8 Headquarters for such ection as they
care to take, '

65. @. Did you meke such a2 report?
A, Yes,
66, Q. Who was that report made to?

A, Headquarters, 2677th Regiment, 0SS (Prov.).

67. Q. Have you seen ¥ajor Bishop since he left Rumenie?

A, No., I hed two or three minutes conversetion with him by phone in June
only because I happened to answer the telephone in Cclonel liaddox's
office, 0SS Headquarters, and lajor Bishop had called to talk to Colonel
Maddox.

68, Q. What was the nature of this conversation?

A, It was just a routine greeting by phone and during the conversation Major
Bishop said he hoped he might see me during my steay in Itely and I told
him that I would be glad to see him if an opportunity developed.

9. Q. Did he mention any personal dissatisfaction with the way he was being
treated here in Itely?

A, Yo,

70. Q. Did he give any indication to you that he was under nossitle disciplinary
action?

L, To the best of my recollection, no.

71. Q. Did he state that he had not heen given an assignnent?

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I do not recall thet he did so state and I might hrve forgotten.

You gathered, however, no sense of dissatisfaction on his prert with
his status?
No,

It wes just a purely accidentel conversation?
Yes,

Had you any reeson to suspect that llajor Bishop might be neurotic or
physiatric or in anyway mentally unbalanced?

Yes, for two princip2l reasons. In our early conversations after my
arrivel in Pucharest I talked with him at considerable length attempt-
ing to draw him out and find out what I could of his work ond personal
activities., On one or two occasions he told me things which sounded a
little fantastic. Tor example, he told me in all seriousness one dey
that all though he had never studied any foreign lansueges he could
understand any foreign lenguage including fArebic, Chinese, Greek, etc,
explaining that he could twne in 2 radio progrem where foreien langu-
ages was being used and understand it satisfactorily. He could not
explain why but announced it to be true. On another occasion learn-
ing that I had been with General llotors Corporation in givilian life
he told me of his plan to bring used cars by boat load from the United
States, land them in Rumania at & Flack Sea port, recondition the used
cers in Rumania, drive them overlend to Turkey and Syria where he would
sell them at an enormous profit, I questioned him briefly about boat
transportation during time of war, used car parts in o country 1like
Rumenia, mechenics and frontier difficulties in Syrie and Turkey but
all such barriers were dismissed as being easily overcome. I was
rather inclined to charge this fact to a characteristic of egotism or
some similar personal cheracteristic but sometime thereofter I was talk-
ing with Colonel Dobes the medical officer for the Americen ACC in
Rumania and in confidence hc told me thet he thought perhaps Bishop
might be somewhat of a neuroric, I asked him vwhet caused him to form
this conclusion and he told me of Bishop coming to him to talk about
the escape activity mentioned vreviously. One of the suggestions which
Bishop made to Colonel Dobes and on which he solicited the reaction of
a medical man was that he believed it to be quite possible to place a
human being in a box or trunk with some ventilation and ship him out
as baggage to Italy, Colonel Dobes was quite amised tut realized that
Major Bishop was serious enough that he sugzested Bishop mizht need
some psychiatric attention,

Colonel, do you know anything of steps that have been tzlen toward
discipline or reclassification of ifojor Bishop since his arrival in
Italy of your ovm knowledpe?

I now that Headquarters 2077th Regiment, 0SS ask tht I make an
affadsvit covering the cases of disobedience which I hzve mentioned
before and I did make and sign such an affadavit, nloo I rede a
similisr affadavit for a JAGD officer, Major Emcr* vho was in Buch-
arest early in September,

You had differeinces with Col. Ross before, did you not?

For some strange reason there was friction between us almost fraom the
time he got there. It is rather difficult to explain without getting
into the big picture of 0SS and British relationships and things

that entered into it.

Had he shown you ary previous animosity?

Well, there had peen instunces. lhat in my opinion was perhaps the
main basis for any friction - I don't like to have tc go into this
broad intelligence picture but L will try to touch it. It is pretty
hard to draw a fine line between counter-ibtelligence and positive
intelligence. I had a large number of ajents, many contacts, who,

in addition to the counter-intelligence material, turned in a lot

of valuabie positive intelligence, and with all Jdue moiesty, I think
that perhaps some of our better information came through my contacts
and I thought that it caused a certain amount of reserntment. I am
sure that it did., 4 can give you one specific example. You have it
in one of these exhibits, a statement from Pfc Fopa. The British had
processed some 200 rolls of captured German film which had a lot of
information on the Russians, Ve considered it to be pretty important.

vihat did this have to do with €olonel Ross?

As L recall it, I cabled my branch in Washington, said we had them,
and what should be done with them? I received a cable back telling
us to ship them to such and such a place. Colonel Ross and his asdis-
tant, Captain Madison heard about them and Colonel Hoss dressed me
down a little. he said I should have turned those over to him. He
would like to have credit for them. That is about it.

No action against you was taken until after your return to Caserta
was it?
Only the reprimand by Colonel Ross. No proceedings of any kind.

When you reported back to the 2677th what did the Commanding Officer
give you to do, if anything?

I did not seen ithe Commanding Officer, I saw Major lirdwurm, Chief
of the X-2 branch who gave me some orders which said write in detail
a report concerning my work and activities in Bucharest and which
limited my contacts to the immediate vicinity of the 26¢7th,

It was up on the mountain behind the Cascades.

Were you limited to that area in social contacts? Could yéu come

I do not know, sir, I never asked,

Did you assume that you were supgosed to remain there all the time?
I suppose so. I was very busy writing my report.

Was that restriction relaxed later?

In effect, yes. WNot in writing. What happened was that after I

had submitted my report, maybe 10 days or 2 weeks later probably,
Erdwurm teld me I would be proceeding to London almost any day.
Meanwhile I had met an old friend of mine from the Navy. He was

out visiting Colonel Glavin and two other officers, and he invited
me to come over to Naples and live in his apartment until I departed
for London, which was considered imminent. So several days later I

by Major Lrdwurm that she used an automobile which was formerly mine,
driven by a Rumanian, a Lt. Negropontes.

Did you have any comnection with Lt. Hegropontes?

Yes, he was my liaison officer with the Rumanians.

Did ye have access to your car?

Yes, sir. He had a car of his own. To gzive you a broader picture of
tnis whole thing ~ the situation becane very critical in Rumania as
about the last week in February when Vichinski forced the resignation
of Radescu, who immediately went into hiding at the British kission.
Every time a car left the mission it was follwed by one or more cars.
Americans were being watched as well as the British. kiost of the
pedple who had established Anglo-imerican relationships or had been
close to the lissions in 'any way began to fear somewhat for their

own personal safety. People who had served the Allied cause, the
British and Amsrican cause, during the war were growing very appre-
hensive, In particular, there was a group of Poles who had been
very clever in their empionage work. They were attached to the
British through the London Polish Government and were being sought
by the Russians. I never had any contact with these Poles myself.

Lt. Norman Armour, wlio had been assigned to me by General Schuyler

as a liaison officery, interested himself in the Poles and wanted to
help them and there was a conversation about pessible excape routes,
not for any one person or group of individuals but a matter of having
a channel open if we were ever faced with a serious emergency. At
that particular time, there was nat a strong feeling but a slight
apprehension on our part that if this feeling of the Russians became
any worse, that we might have to leave some other way than by air-

‘craft., Negropontes himself was very -anxious to find some way to

get himself and his family out if it became necessary. The Negro-
pontes family is one of 'the wealthiest families. there and very
prominent. Their sons were educated in the American College in
Istangul - Roberts College. And one of his ideas was to use the
Queen's estate. I am not very clear whether it was the Queen of
Rumania or the (ueen of Greece, ' It was his idea that probably he,
his family, or anyone else who was in serious danger could enter the
estate on the Rumanian side - there were no guards, from what he
said - and go into Wugoslavia from the other side of the estate.

I don't like to go into things that I am not personally familiar
with but I woulid like you to have this whole general picture, as
far as I can recall it. Lt. Negropontes and It. Armour had some
conversation about some possible esmecape routes. I don't know just
what was done or what arrangements were made or anything., Major
Thomas Hogg, of the British Mission and I had a knowledge of the
discussions about the possible necessity in possibly helping some
of the petple and, if my memory - is correct, Hogg had drawn up a
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list of petple they woula want to help. Hogg told me sometliing

wiidch is not quite clear in ny mind now, I don't remember the exact
circumstances but as near as I can remember it, he said that ILt.
Armour had discussed this matter with him and then had taken up the
matter with one of the two British Diplomats, either Mr. larjoriebanks
or lir, Larougstel. Headguarters was very much concerned because le
said this was the sort of thing that shoulu be kept in intelligence
chamnels and should not be brought to the attention of Diplomats.
Armour's interest was primarily in these Poles viio, incidentally, were
all lost. OSome were openly arrested and some kidnapped by the Russians
and it was around this time or early thereafter that Lt. Col. Ross
told me that he had been talking with General Schuyler about this
matter and that General Schuyler was very muchconcerned, and he

wanted to know ii I had done anything and gotten any of these people
out or anything and I said no, That's sort of a general backgroung

on that.

Did you receivedany orders from Col. Ross about this time regarding
any connection you might have with this undergrounc escape route?
No, sir. He said just what I have told you, that Generzl Schuyler
was very much concerned with it.

But he didn't definitely order you to have nothing to do with the
arrangements made?
No, sir,

Would any assistance that you wight have rendeeed HElisabeth lMezey-Feher
have been in violation of any orders you received while in Bucharest?
Not to my knowledge,

You could have, with a clear conscience, given her. any assistance
that was in your power?

Well, I don't know that I could have given her. any real assistance
in the first place but all of this more-or-less was just my own
knowledge of what was going on, not what I did.

Then if your car had been used for transporting her .without Russian
clearance out of Rumania, would that have been a vioclation of amny
working order?

Not that I know, The fussians woula probably have taken that view
of it, but I don't know of any orders.

If your car had been apprehended by the Russians in an attempt to

get her across the border, that would have resulted in serious
diplomatic complications, would it not?

That I don't know. As I understand it, there is tight Russian con-
trol around Bucharest but not on the borders, except on the Bulgarian
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border. Iir., Berry «nd I were talking one day and he pointea out
the lack of control and the fact that he and his assistant had
been driving one Sunday and they decided they wanted to go to
Yugoslavia and they went over and there was no control or border
guards. But the whole point here, sir, about the alleged use of
my car. In the first place, I don't know definitely that it was
used because it was taken without my iknowledge. 1 hud no way of
knowing about dt as it was taken after I left Rumamia. I had
loaned MNegropontes ny car because his car, which was a military
car, had notor trouble, I was confined to the City Bucharest and
didn't need my car.

what final disposition dld you make of your car?
The car was to be turned back to the man who got it for me., ihen

‘Negropontes came back he was to turn it over to him,

Negropontes did borrow the car for a period of time while his was
disabled and he was to return it to the former owner when he was
through with it?

That's right,

Wes the car your personal property?
I had bought it, yes, sir.

vias Negropontes to obtain a stated price for it?

That was a very nominal sum that was puid. The fuct was the Rumanians
were glad to sell their cars to us for a nominal price rather than
have the Russians confiscate them and send them to Moscow.

How much was actually involved in the price?
Seventy-five dollars or so.

Now to come back to Italy again, kiajor Erdwurm informed you about
4 June that reclassification proceedings were to be instituted,
using the idss Feher escape as the grounds, allegedly?

Yes, sir.

what happened next, anything that is not noted here in paragraph 8
(looking at complaint)?

Well there is the occurrence in paraggraph 7 (referring to camplaint).
As you can understand, I became very concerned about this thing. I
could not understund what it was all about and thought perhaps I
should have some legal advice, so went over here to the palace and
wandered around and found the Air Corps Judge advocate VUifice and I
went in. There was a young Captain on cuty there, a Captain Wilkerson,
and he said that since I wasn't attcried to the Leadquarters, he
couldn't take an official interest in it but on a personal basis

he would ve glad to advise me. I told him that we were to have that
interview on June 9, as I recall it, befcre Lt. Col. kiaddox, the
Executive Officer. So Captain Wilkerson and 1 went to the headguarters
of the 2677th and were informed by Colonel haddox they discovered they
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had 1o aulhiority to hold such an interview and that it had to go to
the next higher cammand.

Did you then go to see Colonel Ramsey
I didn't see Colonel Ramsey until the 27ih of July.

drop reclassification proceedings anua referred to possible court-
martial?

Thatt's right.

That statement in paragraph 1l of your complaint was vrought out
by your application for a decision was it not?
It was in those papers wnich I have turned over to you Ior copying.

Major, you :ust have a considerablie knowledge of lznguages?
Unfortuaately I don't,

How did you get along in Rumania?

Well, that is a strange thing. I am of the opinhicn that we have
overestimated the necessity of languages. 1 was considerably worried
because I couldn't learn these languazes., I had studied some French
of course and some Spanish and a little Portugamese, and I found I
knew less French than when I went there. BEveryobody speaks English.
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So actually you didn't know itunanian or French?
No, sir,

What was your background prior to your service in the Army?
I was a newspaper mén Ifor a numver of years., I studied law and
was kxecutive Assistant to Governor Horner of Illinois for six years.

Is your home in Chicago?
Yes, sir, was,

was 0SS your first assignment in the Army? -

No, sir. when the 7th of Decemver came around I went to work for

the predecessor of 0SS, COI. The part + was in was called the Foreign
Informution Service. When the COI was cisbanded by President Roosevelt
in July 1942, Foreign Information Service became the overseas branch

of OWI and 1 was taken along there.

What is COI?
Coordinator of Information.

And what was absorbed by O.I7
Part was absorbed by OWI and the part that remained became 0SS,

Wnat side did you go into?

OWI. The whole Foreign Information Service was transferred into
OWI. I was a little tired of be_.ng a civilian and one day I met
Colonel Sorenson who was A=2 and told hiwm 4 would like to join the
Army. he waid'we would be glad to have you." I went to. OCS, Miami,
then to Harrisburgh to Intelligence school and General Sorenson
pulled me back to Washington to be in his office. I spent almost a
year with him. He was ordered out and I went out with the Chief of
the Air Staff Division called Management Control and I became Chief
of the Intelligence Branch out there, A frienu of mine in AC was
going down to Turkey for 0SS, he had been there previously, He is a
college man, rather an outstanding one, numed John Maxson,

You were trensferred from Air Staff to 0SS?
Yes.

When you went to Turkey?

. Yes, sir. From Turkey I wemt to Rumania,
